'a case of inverted priorities..' 

I ask Allaah to make us amongst His special people, The Ahlul Qur'an. Reciting it day and night, 
lightening our chests with it, understanding our religion by it and making it our Imaam in all 
affairs. And to keep us firm on the methodology we are upon : al-Qur'an wa Sunnah 'ala fahmi 
Salaful- Ummah.

From Abu Sa'eed al-Khudr'i (radhiyaAllaahu anhu) who said : 

"While on a journey we halted at a place. A girl came to us and said: 

"The chief of this tribe has been stung by a scorpion and our men are not present, is 
there anybody amongst you who can recite something upon him to treat him?" 

Then, one of our men went along with her; although we did not think that he knew any 
such treatment. However, our friend went to the chief and recited something upon him 
and the chief was cured. 

Thereupon, the chief gave him thirty sheep and gave us all milk to drink. 

When he returned, we asked our friend: "Did you know anything to recite upon him to 
cure him or did you used to do this?" 

He said: "No, I only recited Umm al-Kitab (The Mother of The Book i.e. Surah al- 
Faatihah) upon him." 

So, we said that do not do anything until we reach Madinah and ask the Prophet 
(sallahAllaahu alayhi wasallam) regarding this (practice and -whether the (reward) sheep 
were lawful or not for us). 
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Upon reaching Madinah, we narrated this to the Prophet (sallahAllaahu alayhi wasallam) 
whereupon he remarked: 

'How did he come to know that Al-Faatihah is a cure?' Distribute your reward amongst 
yourselves and allot a share for me as well."
